The Admiralty, in pursuance of its duty jn carrying out the 
Gevernment’s policy of the One-Power Standard, has effected 
drastic economies and agroed to assume risks which, in ordinary 
eircumstances, it would regard as difficult to reconcile with the full 
maintenance of the Governmont’s declared policy. After detailing 
the economies, the Memorandum says the reduced Navy must be 
maintained at the highest possible efficiency; honce tue battleships 
Hercules, Colossus, Neptune, 8t. Vincent, Collingwood, Temeraire, 
Bellerophon and Superb have been transferred to the disposal list. 
Of the 30 capital ships on the effective list, the older types are 
becoming obsolescent and cannot be reckoned as efficiant fighting 
units for more than o fow years. The noed of their gradual replace- 
ment by modern ships embodying the lessona of the war-can no 

*Yonger be disregarded. It must be remombored that no capital ship 

bas been laid down or completed since 1916. It is obvious that the 

whips of the reduced Navy must be up-to-date and most efficient: 

-fherefore, £2,500,000 has heon included in the Estimates as a firat 

jnatalment for tho replacement of ships. . 

It cannot be too strongly emphasised that in making a long- 
delayed beginning in the replacement of obsolete ‘ships, the Govorn- 
ment neither commits itself to nor contemplates building pro- 
grammed in answer to those of any other , Power. Indeed, the 

Government trusts that it may be possible, as a result of frank and 

friendly discussion with the principal naval Powers, to avaid any-

Bank. 


Great interest centred in the 
Polico Court proceedings at the 
Guildhall, London, against lead- 
ing officials of Farrow's Bank, the 
failure of which was recently 
reported. 

The defendants wero Thomas 
Farrow (53,) chairman and 
managing director; Wm. Walter 
Crotch (44,) banker; and Fro- 
derick Duncan. Y. Abrum Hart, 
accountant. They were charged 
with publishing a false balance- 
sheet with intent to induce deposi- 
tors and investors to entrust 
money and securitics with the 
bauk. 

Sir Richard Muir, who opened 
the case for the prosecution, said 
that further charges would have 
to be added to those already 
formulated. 

Counsel referred to a pamphlet 
which had been issued. It stated 
that the bank's progress: had 
been one of continuous prospority. 
It told of dividends of 6 to 7 per 
cent. paid to shareholders,. and 
gave assets for cach year since 
1908. which showed an advance 
by continuously successive figures 
fram £226,000 to £4,657/000. The 
balance-sheet to June 30, 1920, 
reported a net, profit for the year 
of £53,450. The bank also held 
outas one of the distinguishing 
features that they allowed 
interest on approved current 
accounts, : 

So it appeared that tho bank 
were issuing statements to 
encourage people fo invest 
money with them. 

NEGOTIATIONS. FOR SALE. 

Counsel went into negotiations 
with Messrs Norton, Read, & 
Co., of New York, with the object 
of acquiring the business of the 
bank, in which Mr. Crotch said 
that the auditors had each year 
insisted on writing down the 
assets and required a big margin 
for depreciation.

THE ANGDD.CHINESE UNIVERSITY. 


During recent months the training of the youth of 
China in Western culture has engaged wide attention on 
the part of other countries. . Something very much like a 
competition to secure the favour of Young China has been 
in progress. In London the China Association and others 
have been impressing upon the Government: the importance 
of doing something to attract to England a larger pumber 
of the travelling Chinese scholars. According to a 
vernacular organ at Shanghai, the British Legation states 
that the Government in London bas decided to return to 
China the Boxer Indemnity in order to promote education, 
and that an Anglo-Chinese University will be established 
in London in three months’ time. The message, we 
imagine, must not .be read quite literally. It is hardly 
likely that the Government has gone ahead of the proposal 
by allotting? the whole of the indemnity when a part was 
suggested; and if it be correct that’ an Anglo-Chinese 
University is to be “established” in London in three 
months, the period presumably refers to the: grant of the 
charter—they do not erect structures with the rapidity of 
Aladdin's Palace in these days. Assuming the correctness 
of the report, it is well to hear that the authorities at 
“ome have moved’ in this matter, for, with the United 
States, France, and Japan making bids for these prospect- 
ive trade missionaries, there was some little risk of John 
Bull being left out in the cold. 

The United. States led the way in the renunciation of 
the Boxer Indemnity, or its application to this purpose, 
and is reaping the fruit in the large number. of Young 
China.representatives who are gaining their knowledge of 
the Occident under the egis of UncleSam. Weare not 
quite sure whether it would be. correct to congratulate the 
Administration at Washington upon its enterprise, because 
some writers have been assuring the world that the authori- 
ties were actuated by the purest altruism. Cultural or 
commeyeial—and in this connection the two cannot be 
entirely separated, whatever the intention—the ‘United 
States showed foresight. On the whole our Chinese friends 
may be left to-judge of motives for themselves. While the 
need of providing for China's educational need is being 
discussed, however, it is appropriate to mention that here 
in the-Colony is a University where Chinese students can 
and do imbibe. of Western civilisation, without being 
exposed in the same degree, to the’ de-nationalising process; 
and, without prejudice to the plans at Home, we trust that 
Hongkong University will command a growing accession of 
Chinese students. 

The purpose of the contemplated University in Lon- 
dont is to secure a larger proportion of the students who 
desire to gain knowledge and experience: overseas. There 
is no rieed to attempt any disguise of motive.- Britain 
must seek-not only to hold. the Chinese markets that she 
has, but greatly to extend them, as her competitors are 
seeking todo. At the same time she will be helping to 
develop industry for the Chinese themselves, and indeed 
for the universe. As Mr. Alfred Sze, lately Minister in 
London, said on the eve of his departure for Washington : 
“Not only China and Great Britain, but the world as a 
whole, would benefit ‘from the application of British 
capital’ and ‘skill to the development of Chinese 
resources”; and he declared that Chinese students 
would be so many. trade missionaries. In pointing 
to the’ thas Sarr of. trade, we are far. from wishing 
to. signify. that this. should be, or is, Britain's only 
purpose it appears to us that.one or two. publicists at 

ome have been afflicted with an excess: of candour in 
laying:all thé emphasis upon thé commercial link. Such 
a. project affords an additional-means of manifesting 
British goodwill towards China. The presence of Chinese 
students in the Old Country, should not count for nothing 
. in the’ promotion of harmonjous relations, nor in. the 
. diffusion of culture. The British Government -has not 
eee gives stronger hopes for a well-thought-out 
pohome, : .

Scientific Slaughter. 


The horrors of war are being 
intensified by man’s inventive- 
ness to a degree that makes all 
thought of future warfare ap- 
pallingly hideous. Throughout 
the Great War and since, mon of 
acience have beon devoting them- 
selves to the perfecting of death- 
dealing agencies. Men have 
tasted poisonous gas and liquid 
fire, have suffered the highly- 
organised science of killing that 
modern warfare is, and yet there 
are new horrors being devised. 
Reuter told us yesterday that an 
officer in the United - States 
Chemical Warfare Service claims 
to have discovered a liquid 
poison, three drops of which will 
anybody whose skin it 
touches, It is declared that -it 
can be mado to fall rainlike 
from nozzles attached to 
aeroplanes and that it will kill 
practically everyone in its path. 
Whether this particular invention 
can perform all that is claimed 
for it doesn’t matter very much. 
The thing. that does’ matter is 
that there is active competition 
between the sciontists of the 
world to outvie each other in the 
invention of man-killing devices, 
Doesn't it all show that it is about 
time men. became sane and 
realised that wara are an abomina- 
tion and an insult to their intel- 
ligence? Is science going to 
carry us on to self-destruction; 
is the brain that man is endowed 
with going to prove his own un- 
doing? Unless we get a cleaner 
internationalism and a realisation 
that war is madness, we shall in- 
evitbly goon to devise our own 
anihilation. Mr. H. G. Wells has 
written fantastical prophecies of 
the wars of the future, and there 
is room for genuine fear that his 
imaginations may come to be 
intelligent anticipations. A halt 
must bo called in the production 
of these man-killing horrors, and, 
more important still, the govern- 
ments of the world must realise 
that wars must pass the way of all 
evil things. We have learned a bet- 
ter way of settling matters than 
the way of the brute savaze, And 
that'better way, must be practised, 


Troubled Ireland. 


Every now and again little 
scraps of news, filter through 
Reuter’s service telling us ofa 
continuance of the armed unrest 
in Ireland. Sometimes we go for 
days and there is never a mention 
of this turbulent little country; 
then there are scanty details ot 
some new. conflict between. the 
Republicans and the inilitary and 
Police. One might well ask how 
long all this kind of thing -is 
going to be allowed to continue; 
how long it will be before the 
British Parliament r alises that 
Ireland will never be pacified by 
the hopeless attempt to cole out 
political palliatives. And why 
cannot the peaple of the Empire. 
be given the straight honest truth 
about Ireland, instead of just 
these bare uninformative official 
communigues? The Home Rule 
measure won't even satisfy ;. it 
may not even be allowed to work. 
Complete self-government has 
become something more than a 
political cry with southern Irish- 
men—it has become a religion. 
That fact must be boldly faced, 
It is all very well for the Imperial 
Parliament to say that it never 
can grant Ireland complete self- 
government, but it will have. to 
choose between that and continual 
strife with the enthusiasts who 
have set their hearts upon it. 
Without going into all the old 
arguments we would like to ex- 
presa the hope that those who sit 
at Westminster will soon learn to 
view this Irish problem as being 
more urgent than they have been 
inclined to view it recently. 


A War. Problem. | 


What todo with the $400,000,000 
worth of Germany-owned property 
seized in the United States during 
the war, has become a puzzling 
question. It is the theory of inter- 
national law that the “alien 
property custodian” holds such 
property in trust during the war 
and when peace is restored it is 
returned to its former owners. 
German-American citizens have 
hoped and expected to-gat their 
property back. The Versailles 
Treaty sets aside the usual inter- 
national practice by providing 
that this fund should be ‘used to 
partially pay claime of Americans 
against Germany for American 
property seized or destroyed 
during the war. Germany fs left 
the job of compensating “her 
nationals”: in the United States 
for the alien property thus taken. 
As things stand there is no 
redress for either the Americans 
with olaims againat Germany, or 
‘Germans with claims against 
America, because technically the 
United Siates ig still at war with 
Germeny,
